The drawings are objected to because the elements in the separate 
embodiments must be given different reference numerals event though the element 
they refer to may provide the same function. In other words the elements labeled, for 
example 15 and 16, are not same structure in the embodiment is Fig. 7 as they are in 
the embodiment of Fig. 8 thus different numerals should be use. As a suggestion 
applicant should consider placing a 1, 2, 3 ... etc. in front of each reference numeral 
corresponding to the different embodiments.

Election/Restriction 
Applicant's election of species A (Fig. 7) in the reply filed on 7-11-05 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Accordingly, claims 3-7, 9-11 and 13 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 42(b). . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1, 2, 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragrapli, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are generally narrative and 
indefinite. For example: in claim 1 line 2, it is unclear if applicant intends to claim the 
combination with the inflating valve because in the preamble it only recited as an 
intended use; claim 1, line 3-4, there is no. antecedent basis for "the screwing" and "the 
unscrewing" and allowing screwing while not allowing unscrewing is contradictory 
because unscrewing necessarily involves screwing only in the opposite direction thus by 
allowing screwing, unscrewing would necessarily also have to be allowed since 
"screwing" encompasses "unscrewing"; claim 1 , lines 4-6, are similarly indefinite 
because access cannot be prevented yet still occur and in the last line unscrewing 
cannot occur when it was previously defined that it may not unscrew; in claim 2, it is 
unclear what is meant by "presents radial development" since there is no development 
presented; in claim 12, there is no antecedent for "the radial free tripper" [italic added]. 
The claims were examined as best understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hadley (US 4,014,449). Hadley discloses an anti-tamper cap comprising an a cap with 
an internally threaded body (2) and an envelope connected to the cap through a radial 
"free tripper" (6, 8) allowing rotation only in the screwing direction and an access (4), in 
the threaded body, for a tool (24) allowing for rotation in the unscrewing direction. The 
combination with a tire valve is considered as intended use of which Hadley would be 
capable. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Hadley. Opposite to the orientation as claimed, Hadley discloses teeth (6) are disclosed 

integral with envelope while radially deforming teeth (8) are disclosed integral with the 

threaded body. However, it would have been an obvious reversal of parts for one of 

ordinary skill in the art to locate the teeth on the threaded body while locating there 

deformable teeth on the envelope in Hadley because they would continue to operate in 

the same manner. Lastly, the examiner takes notice that it is well known to provide a 

knurled surface on caps for improving grip.
